the larger glands of the 
body, such as the liver, pancreas 
and salvary glands) produce a se- 
crétion which is passed out from the 
gland through a duct. There are 
some glands which have no duct, 
‘but which, nevertheless, produce a 
secretion.. These are the ductless 
glands, endocrine ofgans, or organs 
of internal secretion. 

The secretions which the ductless 
glands produce enter the circulation 
and play an important part in regu- 
lating the development and the 
functions of the body. Because 
the secretions of these glands are 
not passed out through a duct, they 
are known as internal secretions, or 
hormones. 

There are still other glands which 
belong to both groups. These glands 


produce one secretion and pass it 
out through a duct, as well as a 
second one which is an internal 
secretion. 

A ductless gland may be over- 
active, or it may produce a_ secre- 
tion which is abnormal. In such 


cases, depending upon the deviation 
from normal, disturbances in devel- 
opment or functions occur. 

The thyroid gland, situated in the 


front of the neck, is a ductless 
gland producing an internal secre- 
tion. An over-active and probably 


abnormal thyroid gland gives 
to the condition known 
thalmic goitre, or Graves’ disease. 
The effects may be profound; the 
pulse becomes rapid, there is pro- 
trusion of the eyeballs, and the 
patient is restless and excitable. 

The opposite condition, known as 
myxoedema is due to a deficiency of 
the internal secretion of the thy- 
roid gland. The body activities, 
both physical and mental, are slow- 
ed down. When the thyroid gland 
is absent at birth, the condition of 
cretinism ocurs, and the child does 
not develop normally; he remains 
infantile, being . retarded Physically 
and mentally. 

Fortunately, a lack of thyroid se- 
retion can be overcome by feeding 
the required amount of thyroid sub- 
stance, In this way, it is possible 
to restore cases, in whom there is 
a thyroid deficiency, to a normal 
condition. The response to treat- 
ment is dramatic in severe cases.

_ als, and there is also a wide variety 


of other products which may as: 
sume a more important place as a 
result of this general tariff of ten 
per cent, against like products from 
countries not within the Empire. 
Wheat is Canada’s most import- 
ant exports to Great Britain but 
this commodity is excluded from the 
present tariff and will be imported 
free of duty. Imports, however, 


are to be subject to a quota system! 


which, it is understood will give 
some preference to shipments from 
(Canada and Australia. 

Foreign wheat flour, however, 
will be dutiable and it is thought 
that this wil) give Canadian flour 
an even greater share than it now 
possesses of the British market. 
Flour exported from Canada _ to 
Great Britain during the last twelve | 
months totalled 2,260,000 barrels & 
had the third largest value of all | 
shipments to the Mother Country. | 
Oats, Oatmeal and barley, substan- 
tial quantities of which have come 
from the Argentine, Roumania, the 
United States and Germany, might 
also be shipped in greater volume 
from Canada. | 


During the past year, there have 
been much larger shipments of live 
cattle from Canada to Great Brit- 
ain, but these still form but a small 
proportion of her total imports. 
Canada was shipping cattle to Great 
Britain in considerable numbers 
from 1922 to 1926, shipments in ’25 
having amounted to 111,000 head, 
but with the high prices that pre- 
vailed after that year, these ship- 
ments were practically discontinued. 
In 1931, the trade revived and 27,- 
000 head were shipped. Although 
live animals are not included in 
the preference, livestock men  be- 
lieve that this total may be greatly 
increased. There was widespread 
disappointment that cattle were ex- 
cluded from the general tariff and 
British farmers claim that they 
should be included because the 
cattle feed which they have to buy 
is subject to the duty: It seems 
probable that this subject will be 
discussed at the July Conference. 
Meats, and specifically bacon, are 
exempt from the tariff, but butter 
and cheese, already items of impor- 
tance, are included and should be 
exporte from Canada in _ larger 
quantities. There has also been 
great enthusiasm expressed by ap- 
ple and tobacco growers concerning 
the new tariff proposals. 

Tariff barriers in France, Italy,’ 
Greece and other countries have 
practically closed these markets to 
Canadian canned _ salmon. This 
movement has increased the im- 
portance of the British market to 
Canadian packers, but salmon from 
Japan, Russia and the United 
States has been exported to Great 
Britain on an equal basis with the 
Canadian product. The new tariff 
however, gives British Columbia a 
definitely preferred position. 

The Canadian lumber industry 
has faced formidable competition 
during the past few years from 
Soviet and Scandinavian timber. 
Sales in the British market have 
been seriously affected and the in- 
dustry has been forced to curtail 
operations very materially in con- 
sequence. 

Other important Canadian com- 
modities which are already well es- 
tablished in the British markets, 
but which might be shipped in larger 
quantites, include canned lobsters, 
fresh and frozen fish, base metals 
such as zinc and aluminium, rub- 
manufactures, canvas boots and 
shoes, and unmanufactured leather, 
The articles mentioned represent 
only a part of the wide variety of 
g00ds which are already sold in 
the British market in substantial 
volume.

Tt was indicated that the duty 
now imposed may be temporary on- 
ly and that it will constitute the} 
basis for further bargaining with 
countries seeking entrance to the 
British markets: It is hoped that 
by this device British exporters will 
be able to secure relief ffom high 
tariffs now in effect against their 
products. It is significant that, 
because of this new policy, strong 
representations have already beer ,; 
made by countries whose exports 
are likely to be affected. It is 
with foreign countries will not be 
concluded prior to the Ottawa Con- 
ference. 

The idea of Empire trade prefer- 
ence was first given force in Can- 
ada, and nearly all British products 
receive substantial preferential 
treatment. The principle of Brit- 
ish preferential was first introduced 
in 1897, when Canada adopted a 
tariff, one-eighth lower than the gen 
eral, as applicable to imports from 
Great Britain. A direct British 
Empire preference, consisting of 
a remission of 26 per cent of the 
duty ordinarily paid, was establish- 
ed in 1898. In 1900, this remission 
was increased to 33 and one-third 
per cent, but this method of pre- 
ference was abandoned in 1904 for 
a specially low rate of duty on al-j; 
most all imported dutfable com- | 
modities. The extent of this pre- 
ference was materially increased by 
each of the last two tariff revisions. 

It will be a dramatic moment in 
Canada’s history when representa- 
tives from all British countries gath 
er to discuss means for promoting 
greater economic stability for the 
Empire. It is probable that there 
will be discussions of both monetary 
and trade relationships. Bach part 
of the Empire will hope to export 
a larger part of its goods to’ the 
Mother Country and each, in turn, 
will expect to make a far larger 
proportion of its purchases from 
other Empire countries. All sec- 
tions of Canadian industry, agri- 
culture, fishing, lumbering, mining 
and manufacturing, are keenly in- 
terested in the outcome of the Con- 
ference. The ideal of the Confer- 
fice is worthy of general commen- 
dation. The component parts of 
the Empire can surely expect from 
each other an understanding and 
co-operation in trade affairs which 
is conspicuously absent in most in- 
ternational relations. It is this 
principle which constitutes the basis 
for hope that no effort will be 
spared to bring the Conference to 
a successful conclusion.

Road Made of Iron Blocks 

An interesting experiment in con- 
struction of an iron road is being 
carried out on a stretch of Con- 
naught road near the water-front 
of London. 

The road is not laid in one piece | 
but is made up of a number oft 
small cast-iron slabs, triangular in| 
shape and made so as to form a! 
rectangle when three of them are 
placed together. 

The slabs are laid much in the 
manner of bricks or wooden blocks. 
First they are set on a concrete | 
foundation. The bottom of the slabs ' 
are hollow. Three points at the | 
corners of each support them on 
the road-bed. When they are set 
with a half-inch of space between 
them, hot bituminous material is | 
poured between the cracks. This 
allows for expansion of the slabs 
in hot weather. 

Tops of the- castings have small 
diamond-shaped projections astick- 
ing up. These projections, is is 
said, offer a firm grip to automo- 
bile tires and prevent skidding. 
Tests have been conducted with 
skidding on both dry and wet iron 
slabs, and it has been found that 
there is practically no skid under 
condition.
